tyronuy is constant and soul-destroying. 
Whatever is the reason, the danger to the 
peace of Europe which but « few weeks ago 
seemed imminent bas sensibly eased off, 
and affairs seem to be once more resuming 
their old features.

In lis evidence the plaintiff stated that in 
Jane, 1900, in Yiadivostock he met Mr. Lakser, 
who represented himself to be aa ogent of tho 
American Trading Company and who, happen- 
Sng to be coming to Shanghai about that. time, 
offored to do some business for tho plaintiff. 
Plaintiff gave Lakeor instructions to order goods 
‘to the waluo of about Roublos 300,000 and 
provided. him with £6,000 sterling to pay 20 
per cont. of the cost, the balance to be paid on 
the dolivery of the goods. Plointifi received o 
bill from the defendants bnt no’ signed invoices, 
through them. from the firms from whom the 
goods originally came, though he asked for such 
frequently. About Aagust 1901, plaintiff 
came to Shanghai himself aud was rendored 
un atcount which. fotalled to. Roubles 
963,782.92, including insurance, petties, ex- 
change ond commission at the rate of 5%, In 
consequence of a complaint from him aos to this 
commission a rebate of Roubles 6.000 was made 
do him daring this stay in Shanghal. “Pluintiff 
alao produced in Court a receipt for goods be- 
longing to him stored in the American Trading 
Company's godown at ‘Vindivostack, and sold, 
as he alleged, by Mr. Taylor, the Company's 
ageut there, without any instructions from him, 
the owner, ot-his agent. By. that sale’ ointift 
estimated his loss at Roubles 4410, e far. 
thor maintained that he had been overcharged 
to the extent of m the goods pur- 
chased for him; that ho was overcharged, on 
telegraphic and agency expenses; and that he 
was overchargad on exchanges between gold 
dollars, taels and yen; also that ho should have 
received Customs drawbacks to the amount ot 
abont Tls, 15,000 on a cargo of 50,000 bags of 
flour and some galt. ordered from America and 


tent of “$1 gold per ton 
that although he ordered 
at the request of the 
they had ‘shipped 50.00 bags of flour to a 
Chiness merchant by tha, samo atesmer, of bis 
own 59,000 bags he only received 33.000; that 
the flour was sold by him to a third party ot 
Viodivostock and that he estimated his lost 
profit at 4 kopeoks a bag on the 17.0% bags. 
The Amorican- Trading Company bad made 
good the netual value of some of the, goods 
stored in the godown at Viadivostock, bat had 
not retarned tho interost charged him, or made 
good the interest he had lost. For one shortage 
they gave him no astisfaction whatever. 
Charles A. Bdwarde, the sub-sgent of the 
dofendant Company, stated that to the best of 
his knowledge there was no written ordor for 
50,000 bags of flowy. 

His Honour directed that a telegraphic 
qavstion shonld be sent to the defendants’ office 
at Vindivostock to ascertain whother they had 
the.order there. ee 

Mr. Edwards furtherstated that the American 
Trading Company hed no contract with the

ore they had no books, papers and documents 
fo produce in regard to it, as was asked by the 
other side, They never recsived a deposit of 
£6,000 from Mr Giller and were notacquainted. 
with him at the time such. s deposit was «made 
hy Mr. Lakeer. The only basis on which they 
bad previously dne busivess with him was a 
letter of credit for £6,000 on Messr, Kunzt and 
‘Albors of Viadivostock,- At the timo heshowed 
that, Laksar was not an egent’of the defendant

REAL PANAMAS! 


TWO WAYS OF AFFORDING RELIEF. ' 
There are‘in my humble opinion two ways of 
affording relief. The ono is, the abolition of 
the excise duty on ‘our manufactured goods 


which time bas proved do ‘not onter into com- ; 


pales with Manchester goods. Even if they 
id, it is to such an infinitesimal degree that 
T am sure even our Lancashire friende will not 
gradge the romoval of the impost. -E would 
therefore suggest its immediite repeal os it ia 
in direct contravention of the dootrina en- 
unciated by H. EB, the Vicoroy in his memorable 
speech ot the opening of the Art Bxihibition at 
Delhi, when he euid that Indiau art aud manu- 
facture’ shonid be encomaged and supported: 
Tho other relief seems difficult at first, but 
could bo ovarcome in time; it is that our 
Government should interest itself for its own 
sake (boing large creditors of Chian), as well os 
for the interests of their own subjects and of 
those of tho Celestial Empire, in tho adoption 
of agold standard ik China. Nearly all civilisod 
conntriés have adopted it, and-it will short- 
ly be introduced both in the Philippines oud 
tho Straits Scttlements, Why, then, should 
Chinn continue its currency in that depraved 
metal which is continan ly: decliting in value 
and is an element of uncertainty and astandiag 
menano to trade ? . : 


——RUCLEUS BOR A GOLD STANDARD. — 


In order to form the nucleus fora goldst andard, 
in the first: place China should open np all ber 

old mines, and I am suro that all Muropean 

owers would render hor as-istaace by grouting 
her a gold loan if she will only follow their 
advicu in the matter of placing her currency on 
a satisfactory footing, Failing that I hove read 
asugyostion in Capital which appears simple 
enough,-anl I-would commend it to the oon- 
sideration of the Powers that are interested io 
the well-being of China to enable her to folfit her 
obligation for the payment of the indamnity. 
This method could also be safely adopted by our 
Hongkong: Colony in conjanction wilh Chive, 
Tt is:—* Phat Chinn may be allowed to impose 
an import: duty on silver on a sliding scale, 
varying inversely with the gold price of silver. 
This tax would maintain in a rough and ready 
way the silver dollay in Chia at fixed value 
relatively to gold. The tax would not only be 
a direct addition to the revenue of China, but it 
would enable ber to pay the war indemnity: in 
gold without difficulty, as the dollars she received 
os Customs dues would hava a fixed gold value. 
Tinportera won'd pay thesedues without difficulty 
ag their goods would be paid for in thase dollars. 
and all ,holdors of dollars would henefit by their 
ree in valne, ‘The only people likely to 
auffer would be the wealthy producers of silver.” 
By the adoption of some such wethod I feel 
zonvinced that the Cbiness Government wonld 
be equally banefited with the imp rters of that 
country. In the payment of her indemnity 
alone sha will save about taele 91,000,000. 1 
would therefore urga that the Powers shonld 
take this mattor in hand energotical y, a3 China 
js confessedly utterly incapable of managing ber 
own finaucial, uffairs without their advice and 
co-operation, as they had the control of the 
collection of Customs dnes for the past forty 
yeave which has worked sstisfactorily.—I-notice 
ihut the fall in silver bas attracted the attention 
of President Roosevelt, who sent a message to 
the Congress recommending legislation to en- 
able America to co-operate wi 


with gold slandard 
countries for the purposs of establishing the 
stability of silver, and T sincerely trust that 
some good may result by this action; in fuct it 
is already bearing frait. ,
